Response to Amendment 



1. The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendments and accompanying 
remarks filed on 01/08/03. The amendment to the specification, drawings, cancellation of 
claims 3-15, amendment of claim 2 and entry of new claims 16-45 have all been entered. The 
Amendment to claims 2 overcomes the objections/rejections made in the previous office action, 
and the application is deemed allowable. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there was no prior 
art found that teaches or fairly suggests a flocked transfer consisting essentially of a release 
sheet, a release agent and flock adhered to the release agent forming a transfer, said transfer 
is adhered to a substrate by a thermoplastic hot melt film.
